Here are two forts of Coſucks,

© ottiers Dozirky. The former do 
from antient times belong to 
the Dominivhs of the King of 
* Holænel, and have their ordinary 
wo de in the Iſles of the River 

| = Boryſth' res or Nieper. At à good 
diſtance from the Town Niof, in the ſame River, is to 
be found a Rock, from which the Water falling with 
great violence, maketh above Fifty Iſles; add this 
Rock, whence the Water falls; is called Poroob, and 
giveth to thofe Coſecky, which'are ſeated in thoſe likes 
that lie behinde the Foroch, the name of Saporogrhy. 
Their buſineſs ts, to be watehful againſttheIncurſfions 
—— Tartars, and other enemes of the Kingdom of 
Polattd. 

The Name of Coſackis ſaid to be derived from the 
Sclavorrian word Coſa, which fignifieth . 3 and it is 
thought, that that name was given to that people by 
reaſon of their ee Nimbleneſs.

and Ruſſia, to on they yield a voluntary, — 
than a compelled obedience, They are by the ſaid 
Czar endowed with many Priviledges, enjoying their 
own Laws, and chufing their own Governor, 

have ſo great Priviledges, that if any Slave run away 
from a Ruſſian Nobleman or other great Perſon, and 
come unto theſe Coſacks, the Proprietors looſe their 
claimto them. 

Of theſe Donky-Coſacks was Stenks Razin, the Per- 
ſon that four years fince roſe up in 8 . — 
the great Czar Alexis Michalowitz, The reaſon or 
rather ce of that Inſurrection was, the death af 
the ſaid Kazin's Brother, inflicted by the Bojar Rea 
Junge Dolgerock, For in the year 1665. he was with an 
Army in the Field, about the Town Rif, againſt the 
Polanders, having under him, among others, a Troup 
of DonskyeCoſacks. Autumn being come in, and that 
Troup eſteeming to have done good ſervice againſt 
the enemy, deſired to be diſmiſſed by the ſaid Com- 
mander Dolgerock,, who poſlibly ſtanding yet in need 
of their ſervice, would not conſent to it. Where- 
upon theſe Coſacks, unwilling to hearkento the com- 
mand of their General; but following the perſwaſi- 
ans and example of their chief Officer, which was 
the Brother of, Steno Razin, did disband, and went 
every one to his home. Dol geroe being extreamly 
offended thereat, gave order, that this Ring-Leader 
ſhould be taken; which being done, he commanded 
him preſently to be hanged. 

This is the cauſe, pretended by Rarin, when be was 
upon the Rack, of his raifing this Rebellion, to re- 
venge the death of his Brother, innocently executed,

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as he underſtood it. But that this was but a meer pre- 
text, is ſufficiently apparent, in rd that this Inſur- 
rection was made not onely againſt the Czar, but alſo 
againſt the King of Perf, from whom he never could 
alledge to have received any injury. So that nothi 
but his malicious, and rebellious temper, hath impel. 
led him to this infamous undertaking. 

The beginning of his villanous attempt was, his 
robbery upon the River Volga, An. 1667, where he 
took ſeveral great Boats laden with Commodities, 
belonging partly to Cloiſters and Ecclefiaſticke, part- 
ly to private hants of Jereſlef , Wologda , and 
other places. Thence he went to the Town Jayck, 
which he took by force, aſſiſted by his Coſacks. Soon 
after he proceeded to the — Sea ; and from 
thence he returned to the Volga, where he did great 
miſchief in giving interruption to Fiſhing, and in 
ruining many Houſes. Thence he marched to the 
Town youuy and further to the Frontiers of Perſia, 
where he did great damage to the Subjects, both of 
the great Czarof Muſcovy, and the Chach of Perſia. 
The Inhabitants of a certain ſmall Perſſan Town, be- 
ing informed of his approach, betook themſelves to a 
Neighboring Fort for — Whereupon Stenks 
ſent them word, that they had noreaſon tofear, and 
invited them to return, aſſuring them, That he and 
his Men were not come to do them any hurt, but for 

to buy Proviſion , and other Neceſſaries for 

his Troups. They came back with great confidence 
to their Town, and opened their Shops, where Stenko 
and his Soldiers — 2 what they needed, and paid 
for what they bought that time; but afterwards he 
gave a ſigu to his cee, that paſſing over the 2 
ä place,

place, when he ſhonld put his Cap into a certain 
poſture, they ſhould fall upon and kill all the Inhabi- 
tants; which was executed accordingly, and practi- 
ſed in ſeveral other places upon the Borders of 


71 ſtop theſe cruel ations, the Knees an Ho- 
newitæ, then Waywode or Governor of Aſirecan ſent 
ſome Troups againſt him, Whereupon Sterih, ſindin 
himſelf too weak,and apprehending a bad iſſue,acked 
rdon to which, the ſaid Governor returned this an- 
— That if he would deſiſt from his violence and 
robbery, he doubted not but the great Czar would 
ſhew him Mercy, He came with his companjons to 
Aftracan, almoſt all ſick and ſwelled, becauſe having 
been a little before, upon a certain Iſland in the Caſpiax 
Sea, beſet by the Perſians, they had been neceſſitated 
to drink Salt- water. And he at | reeeived par- 
don from the Czar for his crimes, and promiſed, That 
he and his Company would henceforth ſerve him with 
all faithfulneſs, nor exerciſe any robbery on the Volga 
or the Caſpian Sea, or elſ here. ff 
Stenkp being recovered, ſhewed his generoſity. to 
the Inhabitants of Aſtracan. For as he was walking 
thorough the Streets, he ſcattered among the people 
ſtore of Ducats and other Coyn he: had N. 
thereby was applauded by all; which then ſufficiencly 
manifeſted his aim. And ſo he, with his allociates, 


went away to their own Cour about the River 
Don; where he began to act his villainy in Ec. 
clefiaſtical Matters, driving away many and 


hindring Divine Service, andintruding bimſelf into 
Church affairs. For a pitternof the glorious Ceres 
monies, which this Coach pe introduced, take yn.

ty than to combine with him in his rebellion. The like 

he acted upon the Way wode of the ſame place, and up- 
on thoſe that had been ſent by the Czar with Letter: 
of Grace and Pardon, and others. | 

From the River Don he roturn'd tothe Volga, toge- 

ther with his Aſſociats, and came to the Town S$aret- 

ra, where he perſwaded the Inhabitants, that the Ar- 

my of the Great Czar was at hand them all to 
death; whereas on the contrary that y was come 
to aſſiſt them againſt Steno: and thus the Town 
was ſurrendxed to himꝭ and he having made his en- 
try, killed the Commander and all tha Citizens that 
refuſed to joyn with him. He maxched: out again to 
meet the Army ob the Czar 5 which he defeated, ta» 
king and putting to death the General, with: many: o- 
thers, He took alſo the Town Sienej ar; where he 
put to the Sword the Governour, albthe Ofhctrs,and.

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Town poſſeſſed by the Tartars, from whom it was ta- 
ken by the Czar Iwan Waſclowitz, Au. 1553. About it 
grows no Grain at all, but tis provided from above. 
It is rich chiefly id Salt and Fiſh 3 the Caſpian gea fur- 
niſhing the people, living on that ſhore, with ſtore of 
Salt water, of which they make whole mountains of 
Salt. And the Volga about Aſtracan abounds in Fiſh 
above all Rivers. There they catch thoſe great Fiſhes, 
2 gelouga, ſome of the latter being three fa- 

ms long, one of which can hardly be carried by 
thirty men. In Aftraces is great Commerce, managed 
by forrain Nations, Perſians, Indians, Boucharen, Ar- 
menians, and others, it hath tor its ordinary Gariſon 

Twelve thouſand Soldiers. Stenko Raris coming to 
this City, ſent ſome of his Coſſacks into it, to ſtirre 
up the Soldiers againſt the Governor; which wrought 
ſo well, that concluded the Town ſhould be 
deliver d to 2 he received into it: which was 
executed according to his wiſh. 

Nen Semenaf Pro ſorof ie, being at Church, in 
the midſt of Diviue Service was thence pull'd away, 
and made to goe up that high ſquare Steeple, which 
ſtands in the midſt of the Caſtle of Aftrecar, for a 
Beacon to direct thoſe that Navigate the Caſpian Sea, 
or travel in the vaſt and little frequented called 
Steep. From this Steeple the ſaid Governor was caſt 
down head-long. Tis ſaid, that Stexko a little before

down again, putting one of them, after much torture, 
todeath, and _— the othertobe beaten half dead, 
and fo carried to the Metropolitan, His Lady and 
Daughters he delivered to the Soldiers, his Contpa- 
aions, to rake them for theit Wives, ot, if they pleaſ- 
ed to abuſe them.

The other ſhip, that Steno had, was lined with 
Black Velvet, and he gave out, that there was in it 
the late Patriarch Mi em, who in the year 1666. was, 
upon the Condemnation paſſed by the Patriarchs of 
Alexandria of Antioch, by his Majeſty, the Great 
Czar, d m his Dignity, and ſent to the Mo- 
naſtery of Belooſer, where he is yet at this day. 

By theſe Arts Sten had ſo far advanced his deſign 
that the whole Tract of Land about the Vega and far- 
ther up into the Countrey was engaged in this rebel- 
lion, as far as to the Towns Accatexr and Arſe; And 
the number of the Rebels was augmented totwo hun- 
dred thouſand, and part of the Czermiſcbe Tartars, and 
all the Ruſſian Countrey-men living in this Tract, and 
belonging to Maſcovian Lords, roſe up againſt their 
Governors killing and hanging them; and the ſve of 
this Rebellion gamed at length fo much ground, that 
it began to burn not above twelve miles from 1 


it ſelf. 

the Great Czar raiſed a great Army, and 
under thecondatt of rhe Noble Kneas farge Alexewity, 
Dolgeroch, ſent it, about the end of Septeavber, againſt 
hs Redewy, of whom he met a party of Fifteen thou- 
ſand men, who though f reſolutely and 
ralſied three times, yet were at length benen and put 
to flight, very many remaining dead upon the —

anda great number being taken, who were immedi-

In another place lay many 
Beheaded and covered with Blood: Here and there 
ſtood ſome impaled , whereof not a few lived unto 
the third day, and were heard toſpeak, Within the 
ſpace of Thres Moneths, there were by the Hands of 

ecutioners put to death Eleven thouſand Men, iu 
a legal way, upon the heating of Witneſſes.
